President Grants 
Him 30-Day Leave 
In Dump Nixon Issue 


WASHINGTON UT - President 
Eisenhower’s grant of a 30-day 
leave to Harold E. Stassen was in­ 
terpreted by some Republicans 
•today as putting a go-it-alone tag 
on Stassen’s drive to dump Vice 
President Nixon. 
Stassen 
asked 
and 
received 
Monday a month’s relief from his 
job as presidential disarmament 
assistant to pursue his effort to 
replace Nixon with Gov. Christian 
A. Herter of Massachusetts as 
No. 2 man on the GOP ticket. 
Eisenhower’s granting of Stas- 
sen’s request was subject also to 
the 
interpretation 
that 
Stassen 
was being encouraged in his ef­ 
fort, but no support for that view 
was voiced by any GOP sources 
available for comment. 
Some 
high 
in 
administration 
counsels said they expect Eisen­ 
hower to repeat at a news con­ 
ference Wednesday that he would 
be delighted to have Nixon as his 
running mate. 
But they said they do not be­ 
lieve he will exclude other possi­ 
ble nominees since that might be 
regarded as an attempt to dictate 
to the Republican National Con­ 
vention which meets less than 
three weeks hence. 
The leave of absence for Stas­ 
sen “to pursue certain political 
activities 
without 
involving 
his 
official 
position 
or 
the 
White 
House’* was announced at Gettys­ 
burg, Pa., and Stassen said here 
a short time later: 
“On Thursday, Aug. 2, I will 
make a further statement about 
my continuing endeavor to add 
strength to the Eisenhower cam­ 
paign and to Republican congres­ 
sional races through the nomina­ 
tion 
of 
an 
Eisenhower-Herter 
ticket.’* 
Stassen did not elaborate. 
He ind.cated on his return from 
a 20-minute conference with Ei­ 
senhower at Gettysburg he has no 
intention of resigning. Twenty Re­ 
publican House members suggest­ 
ed last week that he give up his 
post. 
Murray Snyder, assistant White 
House press secretary, said at 
Gettysburg in response to a ques­ 
tion that Stassen continues to be 
the President’s disarmament as­ 
sistant. 
Asked if Stassen is going to 
leave later, Snyder said “I am 
not anticipating anything.’* 
He said Stassen and his deputy.

Peaslee, 
will 
talk 
with 
Eisenhower at the White House 
later today about Stassen’s official 
duties. At his home in Mantalokin, 
N J., Peaslee said that apparently 
“I will take over Stassen’s duties 
for as long as he is gone.’* 
The 30-day period will expire 
about a week after the scheduled 
windup of the GOP convention at 
San Francisco. 
Sen. Knowland of California, the 
COP Senate leader, declined to 
say during an MBS radio inter­ 
view Monday night whether he 
thinks Stassen should resign or be 
dismissed, but he added:

Hundreds Of Red 
Chinese Reported 
Invading Burma 
Strike To Begin Tonight 
At Patterson, Treadwell 


RANGOON, BURMA US-Several 
hundred armed Chinese Commu­ 
nist troops today were reported to 
have crossed Burma’s wild and 
mountainous 
northeast 
frontier 
along a 500-mile arc and advanced 
up to 60 miles into Burmese terri­ 
tory. 
Reports from the border area 
said the Reds crossed in small 
bands and occupied positions in a 
wide arc between Putao — Ft. 
Hertz—at the northern tip of the 
country, and Kunlong Ferry, on 
the Salween River south of the 
wartime Burma Road to China. 
Prime minister Ba 
Swe 
met 
with Cabinet leaders and chiefs of 
the armed forces. The government 
was expected to lodge a strong 
protest with Peiping, with which 
it maintains friendly relations. 
The Executive Committee of Ba 
Swe’s party, the anti-Fascist Peo­ 
ple’s Freedom League, was told 
there is a “threat to Burma’s se­ 
curity.” 
Communist patrols have crossed 
the 1,000-mile, poorly defined bor­ 
der before but always have with­ 
drawn after Burmese protests. 
Peiping customarily blames er­ 
rors of local border commanders. 
The latest crossings, however, 
appeared to be in considerably 
greater strength than previous in­ 
cursions. They also followed re­ 


ports from Burmese officials in 
the area that Chinese army units 
along the border have been rein­ 
forced with regular troops in re­ 
cent months. 
Because of the increased Com­ 
munist activity across the fron­ 
tier, Burmese army troops now 
are being sent to the area to re­ 
place or bolster the thinly strung 
border police. 
Red China’s embassy in Ran­ 
goon had no comment on the inva 
sion report. 
One report from the area quoted 
Red Chinese solders as saying they 
were searching for “machitsay,” 
a plant believed to be a powerful 
antidote against snakebite and opi­ 
um or alcohol poisoning. 
Neutral Burma has acted in a 
friendly, but not intimate, man­

Communist 
neighbor. 
Relations between the two states 
are governed in theory by 
the 
“declaration of five principles 
signed by Chinese Prem er Chou 
En-Lai and former Burmese Pre­ 
mier U. Nu.

Respect for each other’s terri 
torial integrity and sovereignty; 
nonaggression; noninterference in

All the others were on the sec­ 
ond. One of them Lois Rodgers. 
30, entered as a patient only Mon­ 
day. 
Everyone in the house apparent­ 
ly was asleep when the fire broke 
out. 
John Ryan, chief of the fire de­ 
partment at nearby Poplar Bluff 
Mo., said he and Sgt. Jack Pritch­ 
ard of the Missouri Highway Pa 
trol found a hole burned in the 
ceiling above a sofa on the fijst- 
floor. They theorized a smolder­ 
ing cigarette had fallen on the 
sofa. 
The flames were out of control 
when volunteer firemen got the 
alarm.

Says As Recruit He 
Was Marched Into

PARRIS ISLAND, S C. HPI - S.

“In the Elliot’s Beach area and 
a couple of times behind the bar­ 
racks at the rifle range,” he re­ 
plied. 
Berman then asked w h e t h e r 
anything unusual occurred during 
those marches. 
“Yes, sir,’’ said McKeon. “The 
drill instructor used to blow a 
blast on a squad leader’s whistle 
and this would indicate an air 
raid and we all had to hit the 
deck.”

“Yes sir,” said McKeon.

three researchers on heart attacks 
such as those suffered by Eisen­ 
hower showed only 50 per cent of 
such patients survived at the end 
of five years. 
With respect to the President’s 
intestinal operation, Dr. Rutstein 
said Eisenhower’s physicians gave 
no indication 
“that ileitis is 
a 
chronic disease with a rate of re­ 
currence 
varying 
between 
one- 
third and two-thirds of those on 
whom operation is performed, de­ 
pending on the state of the dis­ 
ease, the type of surgery and the 
duration of the follow-up.” 
“Neither did they indicate that 
the majority of recurrence comes 
within the first year after opera­ 
tion,” he said. “Nor was there 
any mention of the medical fact 
that difficulty might be anticipat­ 
ed in maintaining the President’s 
nutrition and weight, or the fur­ 
ther likelihood of future periods 
of disability . . 
Allott, a friend of the President, 
said he regards Dr. Rutstain’s ar­ 
ticle as “part of the trend toward 
making the President’s health an 
issue in the campaign.” 
“His statement sounds like it is 
politically slanted,” the Colorado 
senator said.

The Hungry Man’s Best Friend 
We Take Our Hats Off To The Hot Dog

NEW YORK 
—In a troubled 
time in which Nasser holds the 
Suez Canal and the New York 
Giants are in last place, let us 
pause and honor one symbol that 
stands unchanged. 
It is the hot dog, the hungry 
m an’s best friend. 
The U.S. Chamber of Commerce 
named July as National Hot Dog 
Month, and it would be a doggoned 
shame if we let August dawn with­ 
out 
paying melodious 
meed to 
America’s favorite delicacy. 
The hot dog is, narrowly speak­ 
ing, no more an American inven­ 
tion than the motor car or ice 
cream. Eut, like them, it has be­ 
come recognized now everywhere 
—except possibly 
in 
Russia—as 
peculiarly typical of our culture. 
The ancestor of the hot dog is 
the sausage, and the sausage is 
older than recorded history. 
It was undoubtedly broiled by 
the Greek troops besieging ancient 
Troy, because blind Homer in the 
9th Century B.C. wrote: 
“As when a man nears a great 
glowing fire turns to and fro a 
sausage, full of fat and blood, anx 
ious to have it quickly roast, so 
to and fro Odysseus tossed, and 
pondered how to lay hands upon 
the shameless suitors.” 
There are almost as many kinds 
of sausages as there are nationali­ 
ties. But the modern hot dog, ac­ 
cording 
to 
culinary 
scholars, 
springs from the frankfurter, de­ 
veloped by a forgotten genius in 
the 16th Century in Frankfurt, 
Germany.

' But Bryant, in scheduling a 
meeting today of department offi­ 
cials. said he did not think the 
entry filed Monday by Judge Rob­ 
ert E. Leach would help the de­ 
partment much in its war against 
pinball machines. 
The department still is restrain­ 
ed from taking any action, said 
Bryant, unless “we actually ob­ 
serve the machines being used for 
gambling purposes.” 
The liquor director added: “The 
problem is that there are 21,000 
permit establishments in Ohio, and 
we don’t have men to observe 
them and obtain the kind of evi­ 
dence which would be required 
under this order.”

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‘Stamped’ For Business 
Five men now have obtained $50 gambling 
stamps, all giving the same “business’* ad­ 
dress—129 Rural Lane. 
When $50 is invested, it logically follows 
that the objective is to get back the original 
investment plus the best possible profit. 
The five who have gotten gambling stamps 
from the Internal Revenue Service at Cleve­ 
land at one time or another have been linked 
with the “numbers” racket and it can be as­ 
sumed that they plan to continue their opera­ 
tions in the same direction. 
The stamps are an open invitation to arrest. 
And obtaining of the necessary evidence should 
not be too difficult in this case, since several 
of the men in question are widely known to 
police and citizens alike. 
An alert force should be able to come up 
with repeated arrests. 
Naturally, an easier way to wipe out the 
numbers would be for people to quit buying 
them. Unfortunately, the gambling blood in 
the veins of many seems to overpower any 
good intentions that might be lingering in the 
background. 
So a concerted war on the numbers by the 
Police Department seems the only method of 
curbing the racket. 


Somewhere West Of Suez 
The bland assumption being made in England 
and France that the United States will go to 
bat against Egypt in the issue raised by Egyptian 
seizure of the Suez Canal is not so bland when 
Americans try to make it. 
The question of Suez ownership has hung 
fire for nearly IOO years. Until Great Britain 
moved in as a military occupant in 1914, 
Egyptians looked forward to eventual owner­ 
ship of the canal in 1968, as prescribed by 
their agreement w th the Suez Co., a stockhold­ 
ing organization formed in France for profit to 
build the canal. Its operation, until 1914, had 
been the responsibility of Egyptians. 
With Britain gone now from the Suez Canal 
Zone, Egyptians again looked forward to owner­ 
ship of the canal as a matter of national right. 
The United States does not question this right; 
it questions only the right of Egyptians to do 
anything that might interfere with an interna­ 
tional waterway. 
This is a vital point of difference: The United 
States has been misrepresented east of Suez 
repeatedly as opposed to nationalism. It will be 
misrepresented that way in the Suez Canal issue 
if Secretary of States Dulles is not careful. 
Somewhere west of Suez, there are millions 
of Americans who do not question the right of 
Egyptians to nationalize the canal that has been 
owned by foreign investors who have recov­ 
ered many times the cost of the original in­ 
vestment and once made an agreement to turn 
back the property to Egypt by 1968. 


Another Vice President 
Intense discussion of the vice presidency in 
terms of Richard Nixon’s position has diverted 
attention from the vice-presidential problem in 
the Democratic party. 
There must be a vice-presidential candidate 
on the Democratic ticket, too. For good and 
obvious reasons, the candidate will not be the 
one who ran with Adlai Stevenson in 1952. 
Sen. Sparkman’s forthright stand as a southern 
segregationist has eliminated him from consid­ 
eration as a Democratic vote-getter in the 1952 
campaign. 
The second man on the Democratic ticket in 
1956 must be able to attract votes without 
alienating any considerable number of voters. 
He must be able to go through a campaign 
without calling embarrassing attention to the 
cleavage between the divergent political philo­ 
sophies of Sen. Eastman at one extreme and 
Sen. Humphrey at th§ other. 
He must be able to talk turkey to the big-city 
political machines that are the party’s back­ 
bone in pivotal states like Ohio, where the 
Democratic voters of Cleveland traditionally 
hold the balance of power. 
To find the right candidate for the second 
place on the Democratic ticket is a more tick­ 
lish assignment than the Republicans must per­ 
form. They have an obvious man for their 
vice-presidential nomination. The Democrats are 
still looking. 


Mountain Climbers 
The question why some people want to climb 
mountains while others are contented to stay at 
the bottom never can be answered to the satis­ 
faction of non-climbers. 
The most plausible answer the climbers can 
give is that the mountains are there and there­ 
fore someone must climb them—the same thing 
that causes youngsters to climb trees and 
causes oldsters to climb social ladders. 
The tragic accident on Mt. Hood when 19 
young persons who had been roped together for 
safety were pulled into a crevasse will reopen 
the mountain-climbing question. The question 
that cannot be answered to the satisfaction of 
non-climbers 
will 
be 
repeated 
millions 
of 
times. 
Why does a mountain-climber climb a moun­ 
tain? 
Wrhy does a chicken cross the road, except 
that it seems to be the nature of chickens to 
cross roads?

Stassen Gambles With His Ambition

All men in public life 
suffer 
from frustrations and disappoint­ 
ments. The concatenations of af­ 
fairs* the course of events, the 
interplay

to 
the 
annoynce 
of those who 
have 
devoted 
their lives 
to 
what they re­ 
gard as a pub- 
blic service. 
George Sokolsky 
Harold Stas­ 
sen has the reputation of being 
an able administrator of a public 
office, which is not an ignorable 
item as there are not too many 
men of real managerial ability in 
public life. Although only 49 years 
of age, he has been governor of 
the State of Minnesota, President 
of the University of Pennsylvania, 
a permanent candidate for the Re­ 
publican nomination for the presi­ 
dency of the United States, and 
during the Eisenhower administra­ 
tion, he has been in charge of the 
give-away program and is now the 
President’s secretary of peace, in 
charge of disarmament,' 


THERE CAN BE no question 
but that Mr. 
Stassen’s 
career 
has been notable. But he is pos­ 
sessed of one character defect that 
places him in an awkward posi­ 
tion vis-a-vis other Republicans. 
That is his obsession 
that 
he 
ought to be president of the United 
States. 
Certainly, there can be no objec­ 
tion to any man aspiring to the 
presidency. All boys used to be 
told by doting parents that the 
greatness of America consisted in 
the right of any man to become 
president, no matter what a dope 
he might grow up to be. That 
was said to give the child self­ 
confidence and to instill in him 
patriotic ideals. 
Many 
a 
prospective 
mother 
while abroad rushed back to the 
United States to give birth to her 
son on American soil, only to dis­ 
cover that she gave birth to a 
girl or that, if a son, he grew up 
to be a football player with no 
presidential ambitions at all. Life 
is full of surprises. 
Harold Stassen, however, was 
different. Never for a moment did 
he lose* the ambition to be presi­ 
dent or the conviction that he was 
just the guy for the job. He has 
always 
had 
an 
attraction 
for 
youth, probably because he has 
always been so young-looking, so 
boyish, in appearance. 


WHEN MR. STASSEN, in 1940, 
realized that he could not get the 
nomination for himself, he turned 
his youthful strength over to Mr. 
Willkie and gained some stature 
by his sacrifice, because the east­ 
ern businessmen who were then in 
control of the Republican party, 
looked favorably upon Mr. Stas­ 
sen. 
However, Tom Dewey and Bob 
Taft arose to plague Stassen and 
to reduce his opportunities 
and 
when they had* exhausted each 
other, Dwight D. Eisenhower ap­ 
peared on the scene 
and 
took 
over. Mr. 
Stassen 
became 
an 
Eisenhower man and was duly re­ 
warded by being given Paul Hoff­ 
man’s job as almoner of the Unit­ 
ed States, giving away its largesse 
to all nations with a free and 
generous hand that was so free 
and so generous that Congress 
voted him out of office. 


MR. EISENHOWER then took 
Mr. Stassen into the White House 
where he was made an assistant 
to the president, a secretary of 
peace, in charge of universal dis­ 
armament. As such 
negotiations 
are the especial province of the 
State Department, 
Mr. 
Stassen 
came into conflict not only with 
John Foster Dulles but with all 
the other persons in the 
White 
House who were dealing with for­ 
eign 
policy. 
Those 
who 
com­ 
plained to President Eisenhower 
that Mr. Stassen treads heavily 
upon the toes of all others were 
told that Harold was a great lib­ 
eral and 
that 
the 
Republicans 
needed a great liberal. 
When the President became ill, 
some Republicans aspired to be 
vice president to replace Richard 
Nixon. Among these was Harold 
Stassen. There were so many as­ 
pirants and they all gave the im­ 
pression 
of 
waltzing 
on 
Ike’s 
grave even before he died that it 
was inevitable that the President 
would solve the problem by keep­ 
ing the 1952 Ike and Dick ticket. 


SO MR. STASSEN organized his 
young Republican contingents in 
16 states to put pressure on Presi­ 
dent Eisenhower. 
He was 
duly 
warned that his activities 
were 
not pleasing to the President, 
whereupon he suggested the name 
of Christian Herter, knowing, as 
everybody in political life must 
know, that Gov. 
Harter 
cannot 
and, for his health, 
should not 
take the job. It was a smart way 
to start an argument in the hope 
that Mr. Stassen would get it as 
a compromise, but it 
was 
too 
smart and too palpable and too 
desperate.

Available Adlai, the bright man’s 
burden, is aware of all this in his 
quiet and gently amused fashion. 
Despite this, he is not fighting for 
the nomination just to get in there 
and take for granted that he will 
lose to President Eisenhower. But 
as an old malapropian labor friend 
of mine is wont to say, Mr. Stev­ 
enson “sees the hand-painting on 
the wall.” Or perhaps he hears 
hin;s in the faintness of the jing­ 
ling of coins in the campaign till. 


* HE KNOWS that many of the 
powerful forces which fought for 
him in 1952 are quietly abandon­ 
ing him because they don’t think 
he can win in November. 
He is really little concerned over 
his chances to cop the nomination. 
But he knows the old Democratic- 
labor coalition will give him little 
more than a handshake in the fall 
if he is nominated. 
Already many of the unions 
which threw dollars into the kitty 
back in '52 have zippered their 
treasuries. Mr. Stevenson’s nation­ 
al headquarters has had to lay off 
some staff people. 
His advisers know that labor is 
matching this paucity of cash with 
an abundance of coolness. 
It can be reported, for example, 
that at the moment labor’s high 
command has absolutely decided 
not to endorse Mr. Stevenson as 
they did in the salad days. 


THERE WILL BE some mighty 
private labor talks this weekend 
about all this—but’ there is little 
chance that the union chiefs will 
change their minds. They had plan­ 
ned to call a special national con­ 
vention in September in Atlantic 
City. Now they have junked their 
plans. 
The labor men just don’t want 
to put themselves in a position 
where their conclave would either 
have to endorse Mr. Stevenson or 
have it interpreted as a break with 
the Democratic party. 
Here’s exactly how one of labor’s 
top political policy makers a n d 
strategists put it to me the other 
day: 
“Why should we go all-out for a 
candidate who doesn't fire our 


imagination and who won't go out 
and take chances? 
“What do we gain anyway? Why 
should we schedule any convention 
and then find we have a Candidate 
over whom we can’t get excited 
(Stevenson) or one we don’t want? 


“IF THERE IS an official AFL- 
CIO endorsement as there was in 
1952, what do we gain anyway? 
We can. bargain better with the 
parties if we just stand off as a 
national organization. I’m for Mr. 
Stevenson. I’ll do some campaign­ 
ing, but why should we commit 
the national labor movement?” 
This reflection is matched by 
what 
AFL-CIO chief 
G e o r g e 
Meany has been telling people 
close to him. He has a neutral 
casualness towards Mr. Stevenson. 
He wants a tough campaign for 
Congress, but won’t do much for 
the national ticket. Mr. Meany has 
let his colleagues know that those 
of them who are delegates to the 
Democratic National Convention go 
to Chicago as citizens speaking for 
themselves. They will not talk for 
the AFL-CIO. 


MAKE NO MISTAKE about any 
of this. There is no rift between 
the Democrats and the l a b o r 
movement. That would be sort of 
schizophrenic, the two being so in­ 
tertwined. There are men the labor 
movement would break its back 
and treasuries to elect. There is 
36-year-old Frank Clement, of Ten­ 
nessee. favorite of George Harri­ 
son, head of the railway clerks 
and chairman of the Democrats’ 
Labor Advisory Committee. There 
are Pennsylvania’s Gov. G e o r g e 
Leader, 
who 
is 
38. 
and 
New 
Jersey's chief executive, Robert 
I Meyner, 
now 
48. 
And 
Walter 
Reuther’s 
associate, 
Michigan’s 
bow-tie wearing Mennen "Soapy” 
Williams, who is 45 years old. 


I 
These men are the young braves 
who need seasoning and groom­ 
ing. To name them and see them 
lose and thus be disqualified for 
1 consideration in future races would 
be waste of talent. So the bulk of 
the party’s elders are pushing the 
old warrior from Illinois while the 
young ones prepare for future po­ 
litical battles.

Dr. Paul Dudley White, who was top spe­ 
cialist in the treatment of President Eisenhow­ 
er, is visiting Russia with a group of American 
heart doctors for the purpose of studying the 
relationship of varying ways of life to heart 
troubles. 
Questions to be answered in Moscow pos­ 
sibly include: (I) Is standing upside down in 
speech-making bad for the heart?

(3) Is a severe strain put on the 
heart by taking somebody you despise out row­ 
ing in a park, and trying to maintain a broad 
smile all afternoon? (4) Is Josef 
Stalin to 
blame for heart cases in Soviet Russia over 
the last quarter century and can Russia prove 
that since Stalin died the U.S.S.R. has suf­ 
fered from nothing worse than prickly heat? 
(5) Is there anything to the Soviet claim that 
heart afflictions are capitalistic plots? 


MOSCOW IS UNDERSTOOD to contend that 
heart disease in Red countries is something 
dropped from American airplanes and that, 
but for imperialism, there would be no vascu­ 
lar afflictions behind the iron curtain. Never­ 
theless it proposes that there be a world agree­ 
ment to ban such exercises as running upstairs 
with a valise. It will not, however, agree to 
an inspection of stairs, valises or even hearts. 
The effect of vodka toasts on the heart will 
be looked into, we hear, Moscow claiming there 
is no strain on the ticker up to the eleventh 
drink. 


84th Congress Gted For Extravagance

WASHINGTON 
How can the American people 
get the whole story of what really 
happened in the 84th Congress 
which has just ended? How can 
they 
protect 
themselves 
in 
t h e 
future 
against w a n- 
ton betrayal of 
t h e 
public 
interest by an 
e x t r a v a ­ 
g a n t Con­ 
gress? 
F o r despite 
all the boasts 
David Lawrence 
about 
t h e 
“fine record” and the speed with 
which many laws were passed, the 
truth is this was a “give-away'’ 
Congress unprecedented in history. 
There was a supreme indifference 
to the fact that there are limits 
to what the taxpayer can afford. 
No attention was paid to the pros­ 
pect that the burdens imposed in 
these times will prove unbearable 
in a period of economic recession. 
Most notorious in this session 
were the brazen examples of “log­ 
rolling — the deals by which many 
members of Congress support each 
other’s projects on a plain basis of 
“you vote for my project and I’ll 
vote for yours.” 
More than 60 billion dollars were 
appropriated for this fiscal year 
but committments were authorized 
that will mean billions more annu­ 
ally later on. It involved the wid­ 
est variety of legislative items, 
but self-serving materialism was 
the note that ran through most all 
of them. 


CONGRESS WAS so reckless in 
its spending mood that it actually 
appropriated 900 million dollars 
more for airplane production than 
the executive asked for and now 
the Air Force is scrambling around 
trying to find ways to spend the 
money. This benefits, of course, 
the 
senators 
and 
representa­ 
tives who come from states where 
these military appropriations are 
spent but it does seem fantastic 
that 900 million can be approDri- 
ated when there isn’t even a plan­ 
ned military project in existence 
on which to spend it. 
All this is happening at a time 
when the America^ people are pay­ 
ing the highest income taxes in 
peace - time history. While the 
Treasury surplus was small and 
was wisely applied to cutting down 
the public debt, there could have 
been a sizable tax reduction this 
year if the Congress had decided 
to refrain from so much spend­ 
ing. It could have avoided at least 
5 billion to 7 billion dollars of ex­ 
tra spending 
Actually 
non-defense 
spending 
has increased by about 5 billion 
dollars a year since the ending of 
the Korean war. As soon as arma­ 
ment expenditures are cut down. 
Congress thinks of many ways to 
spend what is saved. 
Few members of Congress went 
home this time without something 
to which they could point with 
pride — government money for 
their constituencies. 


SOME OF THE PROJECTS — 
like the law to build new roads — 
required some taxes to be paid by 
the users to help meet the costs of 
construction but many of the proj­ 
ects are local or regional and can­ 
not be justified as national. The 
idea that local communities or ad­ 
jacent states should join in paying 
for these improvements seems to 
a large extent to h a v e been 
ignored. 
The spending for farm groups 
was obviously political. The farm­ 
ers now get about 5 billion dollars 
a year from the U.S. Treasury 
and the “soil bank” may add an­ 
other 2.2 billions. 
jl 


If it hadn’t been for the “segre- j 
gation” issue there would have 
been a 1.6 billion appropriation for : 
school construction. As it was 368 
million dollars was voted f o r 
schools in areas where military 
installations have increased school 
populations..The excuses for invok­ 
ing federal aid are growing each 
year. 
Then there were the “welfare” 
appropriations with a start toward 
medical insurance and more of 
the “cradle-to-grave” paternalism, j 
The administration fought some of 
these proposals as unsound and as 
likely to undermine the whole sys­ 
tem of “social security” but was 
up against a political threat by 
those who on the stump describe 
any 
opposition 
to 
extravagant 
spending as “inhumane” or “hard- j 
hearted.” Yet if self-reliance and 
family savings are discouraged at 
a time of record - breaking pros­ 
perity, when is personal thrift to 
become logical? 


LOOKING AT THE RECORD of 
the 84th Congress the wonder is 
that so little was revealed in the 
press about the obvious raids on 
the federal treasury One reason 
is that the people who know most 
about the projects don’t like to line 
up against the sponsors or those 
who stand to benefit financially 
from 
the 
proposals. 
The 
local 
Chambers of Commerce either re­ 
main silent or plug for the appro­ 
priations that benefit their local­ 
ities directly. Also in Congress who­ 
ever votes for a project in his 


own district or state fs reluctant 
to criticise the other fellow’s favor­ 
ite scheme. 
Certainly the 84th Congress fol­ 
lowed a system of close control by 
a coterie of Democratic leaders in 
both houses who arbitrarily deter­ 
mined what should or shouldn’t 
come to a vote. Not since the days 
of Speaker Cannon has such disci­ 
pline been enforced on the mem­ 
bers of the House — and lots of 
them 
knew 
their 
pet 
projects 
would get nowhere unless they 
obeyed the leaders and went “along 
with the crowd.” 
Congress spends loosely when the 
people are indifferent. And they 
are indifferent because they are 
uninformed. This is a domain in 
which the “right to know” cru­ 
saders could do a great deal of 
good. 


TAXPAYERS’ REVOLTS seem 
to be the logical answer, but they 
cannot be effective without the 
facts. Maybe some day a public 
spirited foundation not so much 
interested in protecting the “civil 
liberties” of Communists and their 
dupes will put up a million dollars 
a year to analyze federal spending 
and turn a searchlight on the dark­ 
ness that surrounds the waste of 
taxpayers money. For this Con­ 
gress, nurtured by New Deal and 
Fair Deal ideas, really did make 
some kind of a record — it gave 
away more money than ever be­ 
fore and it postponed, if it didn’t 
actually prevent, any sizable reduc­ 
tion in income taxes f o r years 
and years ahead.

logs. They improved the cooking 
equipment. They gave Al Fresco 
the backs of their hands. 
Cleverly and 
insidiously, 
they 
improved the shelters until wom­ 
en 
became 
covetous. 
Then, 
if 
urged, men taught women how 
to cook meat the way men cook 
meat — and the dumb dolls fell 
for it! 
Men now are introducing new 
techniques 
in 
home-cooking for 
women. Houses are being 
built 
with charcoal grills in the kitch­ 
en, where a woman can char a 
piece of beefsteak with the same 
finesse she admired when 
men 
were charring steaks in wide-open 
spaces from coast to coast. 
You have to hand it to the boys 
for being cute about this whole 
thing. Matter of fact, they didn’t 
know how cute they were being. 
But men have a powerful instinct 
to secure the creature comforts of 
life for themselves and their pos­ 
terity. They have a strong aver­ 
sion to t h i n g s that make no 
sense — and it made no sense to 
go kiting into the wide open spac­ 
es to get a little relief from the 
dreadful m o n o t o n y of home- 
cooking.

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Enrollment 
In Schools To 
Be Near 5,500 


Enumeration Shows 
466 As Eligible To 
Enter First Grades 


Enrollment in the East Liverpool 
City School District for the term 
beginning Sept. 5 is expected to 
be near the V500 mark, a slight 
drop from the pre-school estimate 
for the 1955-56 term, Supt. R. W. 
Betts announced today. 
Present registration in the ele­ 
mentary, junior high and h i g h 
school for the coming term is 5,- 
479, while 5,511 were listed before 
the opening a year ago. 
This difference, Supt. Betts point­ 
ed out, is due to the change in age 
limit of first graders, which will 
become effective this fall. 
By an order adopted by t h e 
Board of Education more than a 
year ago, children must h a v e 
reached their 6th birthday on or 
before Oct. 31 to be enrolled in 
the first grade this year. 
In other words they must have 
been born before Oct. 31, 1950, to 
enter school this year. Last year 
children, who were 6 on or before 
Dec. 31, were accepted at the be­ 
ginning of the term in September. 
According to the enumeration in 
May, there were 466 children eli­ 
gible to enter the first grade this 
year. The pre-school enrollment of 
first graders a year ago was 542. 
The actual enrollment of incom­ 
ers was 538. 
First graders will be required 
to furnish birth certificates from 
the health department. Certificates 
from physicians showing that they 
have received smallpox vaccina­ 
tion and diphtheria inoculation also 
will be required, unless a health 
department order postponing such 
immunization, is issued b e f o r e 
school begins. 
Supt. Betts estimated that ap­ 
proximately 138 first graders will 
be enrolled at the new Westgate 
School, which he said would mean 
the establishment of four rooms. 
These are children who ordinar­ 
ily would have attended the no w 
abandoned 6th St., 3rd St., Grant 
St., Washington and West E n d 
buildings. 
Supt. Betts said most elementary 
children living east of St. C l a i r 
Ave. would be enrolled in McKin­ 
ley School, which he said is closer 
than the new Westgate S c h o o l . 
Most of the children in the former 
Grant St. school will be transferred 
to the new W e s t g a t e building, 
which he said is within walking dis­ 
tance of their homes. 
Crowded conditions in many of 
the elementary schools next year 
will be eliminated with the estab­ 
lishment of the Junior High School 
in the W e s t g a t e School. Four 
rooms formerly used for seventh 
and eighth grade purposes will be 
vacated in the Lincoln School, and 
two each in the Pleasant Heights. 
McKinley and Glenmoor buildings. 
The teacher shortage also is a 
problem for the coming term. At 
least nine posts remain to be 
filled. 
“The scarcity of qualified teach­ 
ers is the worst I have ever wit­ 
nessed,** Supt. Betts said. Letters 
were sent to 79 colleges and uni­ 
versities in an effort to fill high 
school vacancies but there h a s 
been no applicants. 
Vacant teaching posts include 
three for mathematics, one in the

Safety Unit Chief 
Says Almost Miracle

CHICAGO lf) — The National 
safety Council said today it will 
take “almost a miracle” to head 
off a record high national traffic 
toll in 1956. 
Ned H. Dearborn, council presi­ 
dent, made the prediction on the 
basis of statistics showing that 18,- 
120 persons have been killed in 
traffic accidents in the first six 
months of this year. 
It set a new all-time high for 
the period, overshadowing the pre­ 
vious mark of 17.320 for the first 
half of 1937. The traffic death toll 
for the first six months of 1956 rep­ 
resented a IO per cent increase 
over a similar period last year. 
The June traffic toll was 3,400,

Well Or Shrewdly? 
U.S. Handling Of Nasser 
Remains Question Mark

WASHINGTON tff)—It still re­ 
m ains to be seen whether the 
United 
States 
handled 
Egypt’s 
President 
Gamal 
Abdel 
Nasser 
well or shrewdly. He’s not a sim­ 
ple man. He’s an emotional'man, 
a gambler and a conspirator. 
This army colonel, a would-be 
assassin in his earlier days when 
he sought to overthrow the hated 
kingship and remake Egypt, final­ 
ly bounced King Farouk, blood­ 
lessly, in 1952. He stayed in the 
background when he did it. 
Now he’s in a tight spot, trying 
to make good He’s trying to prove I 
his right to be leader of Egypt! 
and of the 
Arab world 
and to 
shepherd his people out of illiter­ 
acy and poverty and into the 20th 
century. 
He seems to be striking out wild­ 
ly now. His emotionalism burst 
through last week. For four days 
he 
boiled 
in 
silence 
over 
the 
American and British refusal to ' 
lend him money to build a dam 
which 
backward 
Egypt 
sorely 
needs. 
Then he spat out: “May you 
choke to death on your own hate.” I 
The West felt he had been playing 
too much tootsy with the Rus­ 
sians, taunting the West, trying to 
play it off against the Reds, let­ 
ting both bid for his favor. 
He argues he tries to make the 
best deal for Egypt that he can, 
in arms and money. To anyone 
of Nasser’s intensity what he con­ 
siders a hurt to Egypt may seem 
like an act of hate. 


* Or it may be simply that any 
*act or frustration which jeopard­ 
izes his personal power is too hate­ 
ful to be borne. At any rate he 
struck back — perhaps in blind 
rage—by seizing the Suez Canal. I 
The British and French reacted 
strongly: But how far they are 
willing to go to loosen his grip on 
the canal is still to be seen. The

Jury Convicts 
Weirton Man 


Sentenced Deferred 
In Manslaughter 


ANNAPOLIS. Md f t- A medi­ 
cal student who took a punch at 
an older man he thought had in­ 
sulted his girl friend was convict­ 
ed Monday night of manslaughter. 
Dr. Richard M. Wick, 53-year- 
old metallurgist from Allentown, 
Pa., died last Feb. 18. two days 
after he was struck by Gregory 
M. Delli-Pizzi. 
An all-male jury deliberated 2Vi 
hours before convicting the 26- 
year-old student from Weirton, W. 
Va. Judge Benjamin Michaelson 
deferred sentencing Delli-Pizzi un­ 
til Friday and said any motions 
by the defense would be argued 
then. 
There was no indication wheth­ 
er an appeal would be filed. Delli- 
Pizzi’s $10,000 bail was continued. 
Delli-Pizzi faces up to IO years 
in prison. 
A previous trial in Baltimore 
ended in a jury disagreement. 
Although Delli-Pizzi was indict­ 
ed on a m urder charge, the prose­ 
cution Monday night requested a 
manslaughter verdict. 
Delli-Pizzi testified that Char­ 
lotte Holland, formerly of Hunting­ 
ton, W. Va., then his fiance and 
now his wife, told him Wick had 
made improper advances toward 
her in the night club where she 
worked as a tap dancer. 
Mrs. Delli-Pizzi said Dr. Wick, 
in Baltimore on a business trip 
for Bethlehem Steel Co., refused 
to let her remain alone and told 
her he would be back the next 
night. 
When Wick left the club, the stu­ 
dent said, he followed him across 
the street to his hotel. Delli-Pizzi 
said he wanted to tell the older 
man not to return. 
Delli-Pizzi said Wick only grunt­ 
ed in response to his attempts to 
talk. Inside the hotel, he said, 
Wick lunged at him. He said he 
struck him once, then turned and 
walked out. 
Mrs. Delli-Pizzi testified that Dr. 
Wick struck her husband first as 
they went through the door to the 
hotel lobby.

House Committee

Sea Safety Probe 


NEW YORK (J*—Nine congress­ 
men will go to a Brooklyn dry- 
dock Wednesday to inspect the 
Swedish ship damaged in the col­ 
lision that sank the Italian luxury 
liner Andrea Doria. 
The congressmen, members of 
the House Merchant Marine Com­ 
mittee, will look over the liner 
Stockholm as the first step in a 
probe of safety at sea. 
The 
two 
sleek 
modern 
ships 
collided in dense fog south of Nan­ 
tucket Island, Mass., last Wednes­ 
day night. The 30,000-ton Doria 
plunged 
to 
the 
bottom 
of the 
Atlantic the next day. The 12,600- 
ton Stockholm struggled back to 
port here with a smashed bow. 
In other developments Monday: 
1. The Italian Line said the 
Doria radar-tracked the oncoming 
Stockholm before the fatal crash. 
Capt. Piero Calamai said he him­ 
self watched the Swedish vessel 
approach on the radar screen. The 
line declined to say more about 
what happened 
on 
the 
Doria’s 
bridge. 
2. The Italian Line listed two 
known dead, 18 presumed dead 
and 29 unaccounted for among the 
D o r i a ’ s 1,706 passengers and 
crew. Rescue vessels saved the 
rest. The line hopes many of the 
unaccounted for are safe and only 
failed to register in the confusion 
at the various piers where sur­ 
vivors debarked. 
Two Stockholm crewmen died 
in the crash and three others are 
missing and presumed dead. The 
known or presumed dead total for 
both ships is 25. 
3. Miss Nancy Leo. 33, a Miami, 
Fla., elevator operator, filed a 
$200,000 damage suit in federal 
court — $100,000 against the Swe- 
dish-American Line and $100,000 
against the Italian Line. She al­ 
leged the two lines had operated 
their 
ships 
in 
an 
unseaworthy 
condition and that the collision 
was the result of “negligence and 
recklessness.” 
Miss Leo, a passenger on the 
Doria,

the crash. 
The captains of both lines have 
declined to state publicly and in 
detail the “hows” and “whys” of 
the disaster. They say the full 
story must await official investi­ 
gations.
